Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment field on May 28, 2003. In the amendment, 

5 claims 14, 20, 22, 37, and 56 were amended. Currently, claims 14, 20, 22, 37, and 56 remain for 
examination. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The provisional terminal disclaimer filed on May 28, 2003 disclaiming the terminal 

10 portion of any patent granted on this application, which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of US Application Serial No. 09/721,885 to Tsikos et al. reviewed and is accepted. The 
provisional terminal disclaimer has been recorded.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
20 basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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4. Claims 14, 20, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by He et 
al. (US 6,336,587, "He" hereinafter). 

He teaches a unitary package identification and measuring system (see abstract; col. 2, 
lines 15+) comprising a housing 2, and light source 702 which generates one or more lines of 
5 beam on the object to be scanned and identified (see figures 9 and 11; col. 14, lines 4+; col 12, 
lines 40+). Parameter attributes of an object include an optical code (i.e. barcode) attached on 
the object (col.3, lines 26+) and speed of the object moving (col. 9, lines 9+) on a supporting 
surface 802. 

1 0 Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 37 and 56 are allowed. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
claims are directed at a planar laser illumination and imagines system capturing barcode 
information and other attributes of an object. As indicated in paragraph 3, subject matter broadly 

15 defined in claims 14, 20 and 22 are anticipated by He reference. Cited references, however, 
taken alone or in combination, fail to teach reducing speckle-pattern noise by reducing or 
destroying spatial and/or temporal coherence as set forth in the claims.

20 I. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: Schumtz et al. (US 5,633,487) discloses a package measuring system incorporated 
into barcode reader system.
